Roses,  Hybrid  Wichuriana,  Ramblers,  Etc. 

Few  people  realize  the  great  advantages  in  planting  pot 
grown  roses  instead  of  field  grown  a#nd  especially  so  in  the 
fall.  The  pot  grown  plants  being  well  established  and 
heavily  rooted  in  the  pots  and  the  ball  of  earth  being  shipped 
intact  there  is  far  less  danger  of  loss  in  transplanting  than 
with  field  grown  plants.  In  setting  out  field  grown  plants  the 
plants  must  be  cut  to  the  ground  whereas  when  pot  grown 
plants  are  used  it  is  necessary  to  but  trim  back  the  long 
straggling  shoots.  The  ball  of  earth  on  a pot  grown  plant 
carries  the  plant  through  the  winter,  whereas  a field  grown, 
plant,  having  no  earth  about  the  roots  when  shipped,  is  more 
likely  to  perish.  The  cost  of  a pot  grown  plant  is  very  little 
more  than  that  of  a field  grown.
